Rebearf. It is Aftonifhing to fee into what 
various Shapes and Forms the Enemies of Chrift 
have of Late, turn’d themfelves among us, 
to Beat down all Reveal’d Religion, and the 
Authority of the Holy Scriptures. 

The firft I fhall bring out is Fohn Asgill, 
Counceller at Law, who in a late Book of his 
has fee up this Adyporhefis, That no man Dies 
but for want of Faith, Which Faith he fays 
he has, and that he fhall never Die. 

Conntry-m. Dosn’t he Lodge near Adoor- 
Fields? Has he more Faith than Abrabam the Fa- 
ther of the Faithfull, than all the Prophets and 
—" But pray, Maffer, how de’s he Prove 
this ? 

Rehearf. He fays, That Death was a Curfe 
Impos’d for the Six of Adam. That Chrift 
came to take away that Curfe. And that it 
is taken away by the Death of Chrift, And 
therefore that whoever has full Faith in that, 
is freed from the Curfe of Death. 

Country-m, But as I remember ther was 
more in the Curfe than Death, that is, That 
we fhow’d not only Die at laft, buc chat 
while we Liv’d we fhou’d Earn our Bread 
with the Sweat of our Brows. Now if he is 
Free from the Curfe, he is Free from the 
whole Curfe. Aad why do’s he then Drudge 
at the Law? What made him go over into 


Ireland, to plead before the Commiffioners of 


Forfeitures,to get alittle Afaney? What do’s 
he Trouble himfelf to be a Parliament-Man 
for? Idoubrit is for want of Faith ! If he 





had Faith ftrong enough to Save him from 
Death, it wou'd fave him too from all the 
Troubles of this Life.

Rehearf. No. He Barrs that. He Suppofes 
that fome bedy may give him a Polt out of 
Spite, to Falfify his Faith; p. 103. 

Country-m. He means by that | fuppofe, 
That fome body may Knock him o’th’ Head. 
But cannot his Faith keep him from that too ? 
That is ftill Part of the Cure; for itis but 
one way of Dying. So that here he gives 
up his whole Caufe. But do’s he talk of ic in 
this Drolling way ? 

Rehearf. Towards the End of his Book he 
Cannot keep his Couxtenance. But has ieveral 
Light and Prophane Fibes and Foques. 

Country-m. He cou’d not Refrain a little 
Pleafantry, to fee how he was Leading a 
Company of forry People by the Nofe! But 
this is a Demonftration that he did not Be- 
lieve himfelf. And was only <Aéting a Part. 
But what that Part was, or what Defign he 
Cou’d have in it, I cannot Imagine. Was 
it only to try his Wit, and make People 
Stare ? 

Rehearf. No, Countryeman, he wou’d not 
have been at fo much Pains for that. The 
Defign is Deeper. And through a Great part 
of his Book he Carries it on with an Air 
of Sebriety and Serioufuefs, that you wou'd 
think him ia Earnef. And Quotes a great 
deal of Scripture, and feems to Exalt Faith 
to a great Degree, and to Blame the Want 
of ic among Us, that we have not. this Effect 
of it, as to be Freed from Death. 

Country-m. Then | am quite at a Lofs. 1 
muft have fome of your Help now, Mafter, 
to let me fee into the Bottom of his Defign. 

Rehearf. tt was this, Country-man, That if 
he coud bring as feemingly Clear and pir 
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dent Scriptures for this Hypothesis of his, as 
ther are for the Articles of our Creed, And 
then every Body finding that Death comes 
notwithftanding, it wou’d foon follow that 
Men wou’d Disbelieve every word of the 
Scriptures, and Reckon them all a Chea. It 
wou’d follow that ther was no fuch thing as 
Faith in the World, becaufe we fee that all 
Men Die. And he Pretends to bring as 
Clear and Pofitive Texts of Scripture for his 
Affertion, as any we have for any Article of 
Faith. 

Country-m. 1 cannot fuppofe ther are any 
fuch Texts of Scripture for his Purpofe, yet 
you fay he brings many. 

Rebearf. Ther are many Texts of Scripture 
which fpeak of our Redemption from the 
Curfe of the Law by the Death of Chriff. 
Now Temporal Death being Part of that 
Curfe, he Argues that we ought to be Freed 
from That too, elfe we are not Deliver’d 
from the whole Curfe of the Law. And fo 
our Redemption wou'd not be Compleat, it 
wou'd be but a Redemption in Part. 

Country-m. You have put the Objettion {fo 
ftrong, that I profefs, after, You muft 
Help me to Anfwer it. 

Rebearf. Did mot you fay juft now, That 
by the fame Rule we muft be free from 
Sicknefs as well as Death, and from all the 
Troubles and Inconveniencies of this Life ? 

Conntry-m. Ay, that. was by way of Retor- 
tion upon Asgill, to fhew that he did not be- 
lieve his own Doétrin. And I think I was 
up with him there. And I wonder he did 
not fee it, and fet up to be Free from Pain, 
as well as Death, and 20 Live without the 
Sweat of his Brows, or putting himfelf to any 
Labour whatfoever of Body or Mind. 

Rehearf. That Cheat cou’d not have lafted 
an Hour. Becaufe every body wou’d have 
feen the Contrary. But it might be fome 
time before his Death, And his Defign 
might have taken Effect in a great Meafure 
before then. Ashe ftill hopesit will, 

Country-m. Well, but Anfwer me, why are 
we not Free from the whole Cur/e of the 
Law? Or, is our Redemption but in Fart ? 

Rehearf. \e is Full and Compleat, and Super- 
Abundant. But it cannot be as yet. 

Country-m. What do you mean by it Can- 


‘mot? May not God doit if He pleafes? 


Rehear{. He may put an End to the World 
when he pleafes. 

Country-m. What is the meaning of that? 
Cannot we be Free from the Cue of the 
Law, without putting an End to the World? 

Rehearf, We are not only Freed from the 
Carfe of the Law, by the Redemption which 
Chrift has Wrought for us, but an Eternal In- 
heritance in Heaven is thereby Purchas’d for 
us, which I call much more Super-Abundant. 
Now you know that Flefh and Blood cannot 
Inherit the Kingdom of Heaven, neither doth 
Corruption Inherit In-Corruption. Therefor we 
mutt be Un-Clorhed of thefe Corruptible Bodies, | 
that we may be Clothed upon with Ims- Mortality. 
So that here Death is both the Punifhment and 
Remedy of Sin. Mf we were made /m-Mortal 
here, and tolive always in this World, tho’ 
without Sicknef:, Paix, or Labour, it wou'd
